A rai dby eight British aeroplanes 
on a hostile camp at Quada, in Egypt, 
near, the Suez canal, is^ announced by 
the British authorities who declare that 
the camp was destroyed and that the 
hostile forces apparently began to with- 
draw from the district. 


Bulgaria has lost 87,000 men killed 
and 50,000 wounded or captured in her 
^ar operations, according to Bulgarian 
newspaper estimates. 


A bombardment of German positions 
on the Bcjgian coast by British war- 
ships described as one of the heaviest 
in the region during the war is reported 
in a news agency dispatch from Am- 
sterdam. 


Germans Drop Seventy Bombs. 


Last night's air raid over the coasts 
of Norfolk and Suffolk, England, was 
carried out by four or five Zeppelins, 
Avhich dropped seventy bombs. That one 
man wa sserioualy injured is the only 
statement regarding casualties made by 
the British authorities, who |aid no fur- 
ther details are available. 


A bombardment ofthe Belgian coast 
carried but yesterday by several British 
ships, is reported in a news agency dis- 
patch to have been one of the heaviest 
during the war and to have inflicted 
ejiormous damage at Zeebrugge, where 
the docks were hit several times and 
-souie ships sunk. 


Another raid on SalonlTci by a German 
air squadron, but according to a new^ 
agency dispatch,, little damage 
done, 
although the raiders dropped a number 
of bombs at various points. 


THE RAID AT LOWESTOFT.

A British submarine—

The raid on Hartlepool,' Scarborough 
and Whitibv was the most important of 
these ventures.

for an hour and a half and in addition 
to the large number killed, 200 or more

minutes returned to Germany, chased by 
oui- light cruisers and destroyers.

Some Earlier Attacks. 


On^ previous occasions attacks have 
been made on the^EngUsh coast during 
the Avar by German Avarships.

150 miles' north of 
LoAvestodt, were' bombarded and about 
130 persons were killed.

From the Cold. 


San Francisco. April 25.—An author- 
ity on dresfl and its cut for dairy coavs 
is a guest at the St. Francis, in the 
person of^Sir Francis Webster, of Glas- 
gow, » Avealthy manufacturer of hemp 
goods in Scotland and the oAvner oT a 
stock rango in Texas embracing l,g00,- 
000 acres and thousands of head oi 
stock. 


Sir Francis' cows are dressed regular 
ly every AAinter in suits of hemp cloth 
made at his OAvn ina'nufacturing estab- 
lishment, to protect them from the cold 
and snoAv, minimize the dangers from tu- 
berculosis and increase their 'daily yield 
^í milk. 


Each coAV has two suits a week. They 
are not' elaborate dress affairs by any 
means, Avith lingerie and all that. 
It is 
a man-made dress of one piece, or sim 
ply a coverall blanket that fits loosely. 


This^ of course, means added expenie, 
but the yield of milk during the cold 
Aveather is about 27 per cent, larger than 
from coAVs not similarly protected.

London, April 15.—Correspondence or 
The Associated Press).—All medical men 
throughout 
the countrj% regardless of 
age, are bi-ing asked to enroll themselves 
to meet "an urgent national need." 
The 
work of enrollment is being conducted 
by the medical Avar committees iu Eng- 
land,. Scotland and Ireland. 


For military purposes the service age 
of doctors is up to -1.5 but medical men 
beyond that age can give their services 
to home luispitals and therefore they, as 
well as doctors 
of 
military 
age, 
are 
Icing enrolled. 


The idea of making a complete en- 


rollment is not onl.v to ensure a satis- 
factory medical service for the 
army, 
but also to safeguard the needs of th< 
civic 
population. 
In 
some 
distri'ts, 
there has recentl.v been a great scarcity 
of doctors, due mainly to enlistments. 


The medical war committees also hope 
to cfFecl an improvement in the manner 
in which medical specialists of various 
kinds are being used, there having been 
many 
complaints 
that 
their 
serVice^ 
were not being utilized to the best ad- 
vantage. 


The reports of the committees on the 
British medical service in the war zone 
state that it is "very efFicieut." 
In none 
of the main theaters of war has there 
been any lack of high surgieal and med- 
ical skill. 
Recentl.v there have 
been 
complaints about the service in Mesopo- 
tamia, but the shortcomings in this dis- 
trict were already being remedied when 
the complaints came to public 
atten- 
tion. 


Each war center of surgical work is 
in charge of a leading specialist who ob- 
tains all the assistance that he asks for 
and can utilize. In France, tlie Avounded 
soldiers are (yuickly treated at the front 
hospitals, and then rushed to England 


or 
further attention. 
The 
transpnr 
and other macliiiiery between the from 
''oanng stations and the great hospitals 
III England has been perfected until ii 
works almost automatically. 


Doctors who have enrolled for servii-e 
at the front have few complaints. 
There 
have been several instances, liowever. in 
whicii physicians with a good practice at 
home, who Iiave enliste.l for patriotic 
reasons, havo found that a neighbor ir 
their absence has confiscated their prac 
tice. 
One of the objects of the schenu 
of enrollment is to prevent such injus- 
tices by ma/cing the stay-at-home doctor 
do hii share in caring for wounded in 
the home hospitals.

Allies Frame Agreements in 
Series of Paris Con- 
ferences. 


London, April 15.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.) 
The conferences 
of the allies going on in Paris are looked 
upon in well informed quarters as likely 
to develop means for presenting a united 
front on many questions, outside of'the 
settlement of territory, when an.y real 
prji^spect for concludijig the war comes 
in sight. 
^ 


On their facc these conferences are to 
discuss trade and commercial questions 
in which the allies are mutuali.y inter- 
ested. But those who have had much to 
do in shaping the conferences say these 
questions really touch the inatte^ of a 
war settlement and subsequent peace 
terms, and that the generals in the field 
ma.y in the first instance have to incor- 
porate them in any preliminary arrange- 
ment leading up to the onore definite 
protocols and treaties 
of the civil au- 
thorities. 
It is with this view, to knoV 
whore they stand, and to have some 
common end to be- definitely presented 
from the very outset, that these con- 
ferences of the allies 'are looked upon 
as considerably more than an academic 
discussion of trade problems. 


The need of being thus prepared at 
the outset to present a joint front, even 
in the first 'negotiations on the iield, has 
been made apparent by the experience of

France. 
As a rule, the "most-favored 
nation" treatment is granted by France 
for periods of ten years, so that her 
minimum .tariff, rates nia.y be given to a 
country for reciprocal concessions grant- 
ed. 
But by jihis little clause slipped 
into the treaty at that time, France 
found later she was bound for all time 
to give Germany the utmost tariff con- 
cession she allowed an.y other country. 
That is, if France, through the operation 
of her minimum and maximum scale of 
tariff duties, allowed the United. States 
a 
mhiimuni 
rate for any 
partiicular 
reason or throu;;h reciprocity, Germany 
was able to claim exactly the «same low 
rate, without reference to any conces- 
sion she might make. 
This old clause, 
deftly worked into the. peace settlement, 
was always after regarded by France 
as a> serious embarrassment in her trade 
dealings with other countries, for-every 
time she made a favorable arrangenlent 
.with an outside country, Germany- got 
the same thing.
